The present application was filed on July 29, 1997. After a continued prosecution 
application was filed on June 14, 2000, the application was granted pursuant to a Notice 
of Allowance mailed on July 18, 2000. The issue fee was paid within the required period 
on October 10, 2000. 

A Notice of Abandonment was mistakenly issued on July 28, 2000 as a result of a 
USPTO error.
